A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 30, 36 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
Moore, Jr. et al (US 3,758,31 7). 

Moore, Jr. et al teach the instant composition in example 1 wherein a aqueous 
composition comprising 6.7 wt.% of ceramic fiber, 30.6 wt.% of colloidal silica and 62.7 
wt.% of water is taught. 

Thus, the instant invention lacks novelty. 

Claims 30 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by George 
etal (US 4,659,610). 

George et al teach the instant composition in table III and claim 1 . 
Thus, the instant invention lacks novelty. 

Claims 30, 32, 33, 35 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over George et al (US 4,659,610). 
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George et al further teach employing inorganic fillers such as sand or organic 
resinous materials in addition to the inorganic binder at col. 8, lines 3-19. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of invention to 
utilize the instantly recited amount of filler in said table III absent showing the criticality 
of the recited amount. 

Claims 34 and 37-39 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
